‘Cho 
latter speadily recognised it as tho production 
of those most celebrated mnakers, Nocolo and 
“Andrea Amati. When tho violin bad been- 
skilfully repaired bo sold it for 250 ducats 
to Count K., whoa few yoare later became 
an attaché tothe Austrian embassy ot Mae 
drid. He lost it, bowever—it ia beliaved in 
some gaubling transaction—and it becatia 
the property of Donelli, the leader of tho 
regimental band of the Italian Guard of 
Nobles, tat joined in the Riasian campnign 
in 1811. Here nearly the ‘entire reyiment 
perished, and tho baggagé train was plan 
dered by the Russians. Tho Amati violia 
foll into'tha hands of a Cossack, who sold it 
‘for a rouble too joiner in Moscow. After 
the latter had given it a coat of thick. red 
paint, he took it with him to Breslaa, bis 
native town, where he disposed .of it toa 
violin maker for two.thalers, It so happened 
thut the latter had formerly been in tha 
employ of S., in Vienna, He: knew the

sold it to his old muster for, 200 cthnlere,
